Structed his deputies to be on 
the lookout for him, The 
Dale County Sheriff's Office in 
Ozark received information 
Thursday night that Mayers had 
kidnapped a man and a woman. 
Later the man was found tied 
to a tree in Dale County, ac- 
cording to Sheriff Grantham. 

The man told law officers 
that Mayers was holding the 
woman hostage and was be- 
lieved to be heading to his 
mother’s home in the Bethany 
Community, south of New 
Brockton. According to Sheriff 
Grantham, Mayers threatened 
that.if he saw a police or sh- 
eriff's car anywhere in the 
area, he would kill the hostage. 

Sheriff Grantham, Coffee 
County deputies and the Dale 
County Sheriff's Department 
patroled the area all night. 
Grantham, who was in an un- 
marked car spotted the car, 
but did not apprehend the man 
because he thought the woman 
was still being held hostage. 
Later it was learned that 
Mayers had pushed the woman 
out of his car on a rural road 
in the northern part of Coffee 
County. 

Grantham was _ contacted 
Friday morning by Mayer’s 
sister who promised to take 
him to Mayers. She report- 
edly said, “Neil, I will take 
you to my brother if you will 
bring a doctor with you, but 
not anyone else.” Grantham 
set up with a local doctor to 
accompany him at 1 a.m. Fri- 
day to meet with the sister 
who would then take them both 
to the place where Mayers 
was hiding. 

Meanwhile, reports were 
received that Mayers had been 
seen in the area of his mother’s 
home. New Brockton Police 
Chief Gordon Lueck went into 
the area looking for Mayers 
(he and other law officers were 
unaware of Grantham’s plans). 
He spotted Mayers and re- 
ported. this to other law offi- 
cers on _ police radios. 
Grantham then talked with one 


telephone, and the police 
radios soon began to hum with 
word to apprehend Mayers. 

Lueck later said he was 
alone at the time ofthe spotting 
and promised Mayers there 
would be no rough stuff if he 
would just give himself up. 
Chief Lueck and Coffee County 


deputies then escorted Mayers 


to the county jail where he was 
confined on the old grand jury 
indictment. 

Grantham said he expected 
additional charges of rape and 
kidnapping to be filed against 
the man this week. First re- 
ports indicated that before re- 
leasing the kidnapped woman, 
Mayers tied her to a tree and 
raped her. Law officers re- 
ported that she did have rope 
burns on her’ wrists when 
found early Friday morning.

I have always made ita gen- 
eral rule to vote against for- 
eign aid bills because I do not 
believe we can buy friends, 
now I do believe we are ob- 
ligated to take on the problems 
of the world. I made an ex- 
ception to that rule in voting 
for the Vietnam Humanitarian 
Assistance and Evacuation Act. 
Although I was not happy with 
many of the features ofthe bill, 
1 voted for it because it pro- 
vides assistance for evacuating 
Americans from Vietnam. This 
was my only concern, and! feel 
I am justified in my indiffer- 
ence to the plight of the Viet- 
nhamese when it comestomore 
American arms and aid. 

What more can we be ex- 
pected to do after all we have 
done? Former President Thieu 
calls us “inhuman” while he 
tries to hustle his $73 million 
in gold to Switzerland, disre- 


‘garding the needs of his own 


countrymen. The North Viet- 
namese flagrantly violate the 
Paris Peace Agreement, but the 
world looks at the United St- 
ates as the villian. My own 
colleagues berate us for our 
lack of compassion toward the 
South Vietnamese nationals-- 
they say we must help certain 
ones of them because they help- 
ed us, they worked for us. 
No one bothers to mention that 
they were only helping us be- 
cause we were helping them in 
the first place. 

As humanitarian gesture, I 
would like to be able to support 
the call and endorse the steps 
taken, by Attorney General Ed- 
ward Levi to permit a large 
number of Vietnamese and 
Cambodian refugees to enter 
the U. S. However, I believe 
there is another side which 
must be heard before proceed- 
ing as Mr. Levi has suggested. 

I am sure that if we were 
now enjoying economic pros- 
perity -- if jobs were plentiful 
and energy resources not be- 
coming more and morescarce 
--the people of this nation would 
open their hearts and doors to 
the refugees as they have in 
similar situations. This is 
not the economic condition we 
face, however, and there are 
many Americans who do not 
feel we can absorb hundreds 
of thousands of additional peo- 
ple to compete for scarce jobs, 
energy and even food. 

In the past Americans nave 
been most generous to the 
peoples of other nations. We 
have shared our wealth, our 
homeland, our friendship and 
our lives with others that they 
might enjoy the opportunii- 
ies and good fortune that we 
enjoy. In Southeast Asia alone 
we have spent over $150 bil- 


lion, and 55,000 of our fellow 
citizens have scarificed their 
lives, not to mention the 300, 


000 wounded -- manyofwhom 
must now live withterribledis- 
abilities Now we are being 
asked to open our doors once 
again -- over and abo’. all 
our other efforts -- and accept 
the refugees who are pouring 
out of Vietnam and Cambodia 
I think we will have our hands 
full just accepting wives 
and children of American citi- 
zens, and I suggest that we 
should draw the line there! 

There are over 150nations 
in the world today, each vy- 
ing for its own place in the 
sun. It is high time we ex- 
pected each to take a share 
of the responsibilities we have 
been trying to shoulder all 
these vears. We should quit 
trying to adopt all the peoples 
of the world. 

I cali upon the President 
to adopt a policy of z!!owing 
only the wives and children of 
Americans to immigrate to the 
U. 5S. from southeast Asia. As 
an extension of this policy, 
we should call on the United 
Nations to make arrangements

to resettle all other refugees” 
in other nations, particularly 
oriental nations where the cul- 
tural and ethnic values are 
compatible with those of the 
refugees. Seldom does the 
U. N. do anything worthwhile, 
and this is an opportunity for 
it to show it is an organiza- 
tion worthy of our support.

DEAR SENATOR SPARKMAN: 
As your constituent I urge 
you to do all that you can to 
repeal the 25th Amendment 
which permits the tricky sit- 
uation we have today, such as 
having a president and vice- 
president, neither of whom 
were elected by the people.

SPARKMAN: A new Constitu- 
tional amendment is required 
to repeal any previous amend- 
ment and such an amendment 
of repeal would have to be ap- 
proved by atwo-thirds major- 
ity of the Congress and rati- 
fied by two-thirds of the 
states. This is a rather in- 
volved process, and it is un- 
likely that approval of such 
an amendment could be had be- 
fore the 1976 Presidential el- 
ections. However, I appre- 
ciate having your comments, 
and I shall be sure toremem- 
ber your concern should the 
Senate takeactionin this area. 
DEAR SENATOR SPARKMAN: 
I certainly hope the Ford Ad- 
ministration does not talk the 
Foreign Relations Committee 
into another Indochina mili- 
tary struggle.

SPARKMAN: I greatly appre- 
ciate your letter of April 17. 
As you probably know from the 
hews reports, the Armed Ser- 
vices Committee, which has 
jurisdiction over military au- 
thorization, declined to vote 
any military funds. 

The Foreign Relations 
Committee has jurisdiction 
over such matters as humani- 
tarian authorizations, and the 
matter of evacuating Ameri- 
cans from Vietnam. We 
agreed on the bill Friday, and 
reported it out. The bill 
carries authorization of 100 
million dollars for humani- 
tarian aid and to take care of 
the expenses of getting Amer- 
ican citizens out of Vietnam. 

I believe our bill is a good 
one, and | hope that it will be 
approved by the Senate this 
week.

Secretary of Commerce 
Frederick B, Dent called on 
industry to cooperate in a pro- 
gram of voluntary energy con- 
servation and asserted in an ad- 
dress to the Board of Directors 
of the National Association of 
Manufacturers that “we have 
equivocated, debated and pro- 
crastinated too long.” 

The Cabinet officer warned 
that the nation “cannot afford 
the politics as usual” that could 
take place in Congress in prep- 
aration for 1976. “The time for 
action is now,” he emphasized, 

Mr. Dent said the nation 
must get off dead center and 
assault the critical energy prob- 
lem with a comprehensive solu- 
tion, He said one great incen- 
tive for business and industry 
to cooperate in a voluntary 
program is the enthusiasm of 
some elements in our society 
for a mandatory program. The 
secretary noted that legislation 
requiring mandatory conserva- 
tion already has been intro- 
duced, and warned: 

“You can be assured any 
such program would bring 
with it all the inequities, bu- 
reaucratic controls, needless 
costs and confusing disrup- 
tions, just as would a program 
of gasoline rationing.” 

Secretary Dent urged indus- 
try to cooperate in a voluntary 
program by: 

* Auditing company opera- 
tions to pinpoint energy con- 
sumption. 

* Reviewing company prod- 
ucts to be sure they reflect the 
energy conservation ethic that 
market will be demanding.

Let’s say the court is used from 8:00 a.m. to 12:00 p.m., 
it would take over 34 days for everyone to play. pS 
I’m not saying that there are 2200 tennis players. . .I’m 
simply trying to make people realize the need for more public 


tennis courts. 


There is plenty of Yoom at the Recreational Complex for- 


at least three or four more tennis courts. 
Members of the City Council are always complaining over 
the lack of a year-round recreational program -- why not

Emergency 
Conservation 


Program Announced 


An Emergency Conserva- 
tion Measures (ECM) Program 
has been approved for use in 
Coffee County. This emergen- 
cy program was made available 
to Coffee County farmers to 
cost share in the repair of 
cropland, terraces, water- 
ways, ponds and other conser- 
vation structures damaged or 
destroyed by the recent heavy 
rains and flooding 

Under this program the gov- 
ernment will pay 80% of the cost 
of necessary and approved re- 
pair measures. The program 
will be administered locally 
by the Coffee County ASC Com- 
mittee, with technical advice 
and approval being made on 
each repair job by the Soil 
Conservation Service. Cost 
share assistance will be limit- 
ed to such repair measures 
that are necessary to bring 
the damaged conservation str- 
ucture back to pre flood spec- 
ifications. Nonew construction 
will be eligible for approval 
under this program. Cost- 
shares will be paid for repair 
work done by a contractor with 
heavy equipment or repair work 
done with regular farm equip- 
ment, provided the damage 
done on the farm justifies assi- 
stance. 

Coffee County farmers who 
had farmland or conservation 
structure damaged or destroy- 
ed by the heavy rains and will 
need assistance in the repairs 
should go to the county ASCS 
office in New Brockton and 
file a request for assistance. 
Request for assistance should 
be filed by May 30, 1975, and 
all repair work done under this 
program must be completed by 
December 31, 1975. Partici- 
pation in this Emergency Con- 
servation Program willbe open 
to all eligible farmers regard- 
less of race, religion, color, 
sex, or national origin.

Forty years ago, the count- 


ry faced tremendous problems 
brought about by erosion, 
floods, land damage and vio- 
lent dust storms. 

On April 27, 1935, a new 


agency, the Soil Conservation 
Service, was created to com- 
bat the forces that threat- 
ened to lay waste millions of 
acres of cropland. The Soil 
Conservation Service began 
working with landowners by 
demonstrating means of ero- 
sion control, but it became 
apparent that really effect- 
ive conservation work was 
done better when landowners 
led the job themselves, 

In 1937, President Roose- 
velt recommended that each 
state legislature enact laws 
permitting landowners and 
land occupiers to form units 
to be called Soil Conserva- 
tion Districts Rallying to 
the call, all the states, Puerto 
Rico and the Virgin Islands 
enacted laws permitting for- 
mulation of districts. 

Soil and Water Conserva- 
tion Districts set out to focus 
attention on land and water 
problems on all privately- 
owned land, develop annual 
and-lofig-range problems de- 
signed to solve the prob- 
lems and enlist all the ap- 
propriate help available from 
public and private sources. 

Now, over 3,000 conserva- 
tion districts, covering 97 
percent of all privately-owned 
lands, have formed in mutual 
concern to protect, conserve 
and improve the world we 
live in. 

Typically, a conservation 
district has five supervisors, 
elected by local landowners. 
The supervisors work withthe 
Soil Conservation Service 
District conservationist and 
other agencies in helping tne 
landowner apply conservation 
measures on his land. 

More than two million 
landowners are voluntarily 
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planning and applying conser- 
vation measures in local soil 
and water conservation dis- 
tricts They are helping to 
control erosion, improve 
water supplies, prevent floods, 
curtail pollution and develop 
recreational areas. 

The National Association 
of Soil and Water Conserva- 
tion Districts (NACD), or- 
ganized by district leaders in 
1946, is the means by which 
the districts make their cause 
known and voice heard. 

George R. Bagley, cotton 
farmer and real estate devel- 
oper of St. Joseph, Louis- 
jana, is president ofthe NACD, 
“This land is more than a 
place to live,’’ Bagley said. 
“It holds our future. How well 
we treat it will ultimately de- 
termine how well we live. 

“Conservation and wise 
development of our natural 
resources have never been 
more important. Soil, water, 
forests, fish and wildlife, open 
space and natural beauty are 
threatened by misuse and 
waste. Our total environ- 
ment is under pressure. 

“But more than agricul- 
ture is involved. Many dis- 
trict programs are directed 
toward meeting problems of 
suburban expansion. Dis- 
tricts are cooperating in 
site location, sediment con- 
trol, beautification, economic 
development and land use 
planning,’ Bagley continued. 

The principal source of 
technical assistance to the 
districts is the Soil Conserva- 
tion Service. SCS provides a 
district conservationist for 
each district to help carry out 
conservation programs. 

The scope of the Soil Con- 
servation Service program 
has expanded since establish- 
ment 40 years ago. And the 
Soil and Water Conservation 
Districts have grown beside 
it, bringing a better life and 
future to everyone.

To be ready for tornado em- 
ergencies, schools, office bui- 
Idings and factories should have 
a well rehearsed plan ofaction. 
Your Alabama Civil Defense 
Department recommends tak- 
ing shelter against walls, pre- 
ferably below ground level. 
Auditoriums and areas with 
windows should be avoided. In 
last minute situations, a desk 
will serve for cover. If there 


is a radio available keep it 
turned on. Remember, advance 
planning can save lives. 


ECM ASSISTANCE 
REQUESTED ON OVER 


300 FARMS IN THE 
COUNTY 


The major interest of the 
SCS during the last two weeks 
has been the restoration of 
fields and terraces so farm- 
ers may plant this year’s 
crops. More than 300 appli- 
cations for cost-share as- 
sistance have been filed with 
the ASCS office. Since the 
Soil Conservation Service 
(SCS) is responsible to see 
that these fields are restored 
to pre-storm conditions, we 
will have to visit each farm. 
Our office personnel ask that 
you be patient with us and we 
will respond to your calls as 
soon as possible. 

Many have asked what 
preparations should be made 
to the repaired areas before 
planting. Compaction will be 
a problem where heavy equip- 
ment was used. Whenthetop- 
soil is dry enough to hold up 
a bulldozer, the subsoil moist- 
ure is much higher and subject 
to compaction, This will re- 
strict the root zone of the 
crops and reduce the available 
water to the plants. For this 
reason, subsoiling or chisel- 
ing, where possible, shouldbe 
used immediately after the re- 
pairs are made. 

Every farmer should plow 
up his terraces and open out- 
lets to insure protection of 
crops after they are planted. 
Planting on the contour will 
reduce chances of further 
washes this Spring and Sum- 
mer. Contour planting will 
also provide more efficient 
water absorption in the fields 
by slowing water run-off and 
holding water in the furrow. 
If the crop is planted up and 
down the hill, the water flows 
off too fast to allow absorp- 
tion. Many Coffee County 
farmers can see the advan- 
tages of good terracing and 
contour farming, fortheseare 
the farmers: who are planting 
crops instead of repairing 
fields.
